Ontario May Escape Plague 





TORONTO, March 14—That the 
plague of ‘‘serenteen-year? locusts 
which is expected to sweep over the 
United States in the latter part of 
May and the early part of June will 
not touch Ontario, is the assurance 
which comes on the subject from the 
Department: of Agriculture. 

Discussing the situation, Mr. W, RB. 
Roadhuuse, Deputy Minister of, Agri- 
culture, read’ an extract from a letter 
ho had received from Prof. Cacsar, 
Provincial Entomologist at Guelph, 
with whom he had been conferring on 
the probable local effect. The com- 
munication draws attention to > the 
fact that they are not grasshoppers 
and it is very probable that they will 
teach Ontario at all, as, judging from 
the past history of the prat, only a 
few wandering stragglers would reach 
the border. The letter states that the 
pest is indeed a dangerous one to the 
young trees, but confidence is expres- 
sed that no alarm’ need be felt in On- 
tario over their approach.

Others like tomatoes and 
Peppers have too long a season of 
Krowth to ripen a sufficient amount 
of the crop to make it pay. Thies

Hot beds should be on the south 
side of a fence or building . Obtain 
good fresh manure, turn twice to get 
fermentation well started. Put it in 
a-pile about cigbteen inches to two 
fect in beight, and a foot larger cach 
way than the frame, being careful to 
tramp it thoroughly. To do this put 
it up ip layers of cix Inches. Then 
but on the frame, which should be 
eighteen fuches ‘at the back and 
twelve inches at the front, facing 
south. Put in four to six inches of 
soil and put on the glass. Air every 
days for the frat four days to get 
rid of the gases generated by the 
fermentation. abe soil is then raked 
‘or seed sowing. 

The seed Is generally sown in rowa 
three inches apart,about 10 seeds to 
the inch. When the seedlings are 
showing the first true leaf they-are 
transplanted to other beds, the(plants 
being set two inches apart eac way. 
With cabbage, caulifiower, beets and 
teRuce, this one transplanting is all 
that. is necessary.

“Ludend stated the effects of 
Germany'slefeat appear every day 
more rulhous, and as proof he points 
out the conditions of the new armis- 
tice which Germany has been obliged 
to accept. : 

“Ludendorff. admits that the mill- 
tary power of Germany has vanished 
forever. He attributes the causes of 
tho German defeat to the © deficient 
atrategy of General yon Mollke, to the 
defective direction of Gcueral yon 
Falkenhayn, to the poor information 
supplied by the German Intelligence 
service, but particularly to-the in:- 
bility of Austria to help Germany on 
account of the tenacity of the Italian 
army. : 

Ludendorff stated that if Austria 
had been able to release even a small 
number of her division to help Ger- 
many on the western front, the war 
would have been won by the Central 
Empire before America could have 
had time to send reinforcements to 
the allies,- 
| adendorff stated further that the

The catise of these diseases is not 
known, Whether there is some or- 
canism, or whether the climate 
has something to do with them, is a 
matter of doubt. Prof, P, A. Murphy, 
of Charlottetown, who la the Chief 
Pathologist for potatoes for the Dom- 
inion, and who is attached to the 
Central Experimental Farm, is at 
work on this problem, and it is hoped 
that before many months the cause 
will be known.

TORONTO, March 21.—The Ontario Government will appoint a ju- 
dicial commission to investigate grare charges made in the Legislature 
yesterday by Harticy Dewart, K.C., against Chief License Inspector J. A. 
‘Ayearst—charges that Mr. Ayearst, as inspector, had shared in carnings 
of detectives employed by a private agency while in the pay of the Govern. 
ment. The announcement. was made in the House by Sir William Hearst 
jast before midnight, after the close of one of the bitterest debates of sev- 
eral years. The Prime Minister's statement was made under sather un- 
usual circumstances. Earlier in the afternoon Mr. Dewart in a two-hour 
address that attempted to throw-a cloud of susoicion around the Govern- 
ment and the License Board in connection with the Homer liquor case, be- 
came definite upon one point, when he charged Mr. Ayearst with profiting 
from work given to a private agency. Hon. Mr. Lucas prompt'y challenged 
the South Toronto member'to make a charge against Mr. Aycarst or any 
other person connected with the Government ‘‘on his responsibility as a 
member,"’ in other words, to stake his place in the House on the truth of 
his charges. Mr. Dewart sat silent, but the Government, during the six 
o'clock recess, decided that cven if Mr. Dewart was not® prepared to place 
himself in a position where he would have to substantiate his charges or 
resign, the matter could not be left-in such shape that suspicion could 
continue.’ Hence the decision to make Mr. Dewart prove his charges. 


Mr, Dewart’s outburst came in the closing stage of the budget de- 
bate.

$1,250,000 a Day 


Employces Have Confiscated Roads, 
Which are Potcatially 
* Bankrupt. 

Sir Kric Gedes’ statement in the 
House of Commons on Mouday that 
the English railways, after four years 
of Gorernment war control, are in 8 
“semt-paralyzed financial condition,” 
and that the Government is now los: 
ing, $1,250,000 a day opcrating them, 
was discussed Wednesday by Frank 
H, Fayant, assistant to the Chairman 
of the Association of Railway Txccu- 
tives, who recently returned frow 
Europe, «here ho made an investiga. 
tion of the effect of the war on the 
railways of England and Vrauce. 

“Tho English railway employees, iv- 
elading workers.in coal mines and in- 
dustrics supplying materials tp tho 
toads, have, in effect, confiscated tho 
property,” said Mr. Fayant. ‘Tho 
whole English railway system to-day 
is potentially bankenpt. The burden
